General  Potts  reported  that  in  the  last  few  days  a number  of  proposed 
changes  to  the  MC  1 6 1 draft  had  been  received.  After  intensive  effort,  DIA 
had  pulled  these  comments  together  into  the  paper  circulated  only  this 
morning.  He  said  that  the  final  paper  was  scheduled  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
NATO  capitals  by  11  January.  After  USIB  approval,  the  paper  still  required 
coordination  with  the  JCS.  He  noted,  however,  that  there  was  still  time  to 
postpone  final  Board  action  for  a few  days;  either  for  telephonic 
or,  if  necessary,  until  next  week's  USIB  meeting.
